1. Over the years I fflLH T has been thoroughly deflorlbed. My a ess lone vlth 
him during the past five years have been documented In detail in memoranda of 
conversation which are filed in £ 30.2 (Ll&iflOT ' : yith 363). 

2. In his offlalal dealings with me UTILITI has always been very correct 
and proper, friendly and gracious . His moods, as with all men, varie d but there 
was little or.no change in the afore-mentioned characteristics . Only uflUOT’a 
display of warmth or ooolnesa varied. And these variations seemed less determined 
by moods than by. prevailing attitudes towards RQBAHK or Americans in general. 

Almost: always they were reactions to causative factors on our side or sdiilnter- 
pretatito of factors . 

3. In general, UTILITI and I were almost always on friendly terms. There 
were few issues. I pushed which annoyed him except for the sourcing problem. • I 
was unable to make a breakthrough on this subject and neither has anyone else. 

4. I have been : impressed by UTILITI as a far-sighted" individualt'who. ia 
usually planning:.’ years ahead. At the same time he has frequently displayed his 
naivete on current .problems .

6. UtlLITI; loves and lives the intelligence business. Bxoept for his simsnsr 
vacations ,'^he7..seIdiM'-:s earns -.to .take) any. time; off . During ooial events he prefers 
to ; Bpsnd ,t^;! evening ! talking . shop. although' he •. can; 1 be/equally,; at - ease vitb-a- variety 
of other subjects Such as politics,!, art, children, etc.. Only sports, . except for 
,®aillng, .;cppaar . uninteresting to him. However, his pessibb. for sailing baa been 
veil described. 

7. ’ UTILITI 'a immediate goal seems to be to finish out' his career through 
three stoke years when he retires at age 65 . I believe he is fighting hard to 
realise it. During this time it is essential that UTILITI be given hl» due amount 
of attention and; courtesies. More frequent meetings in Bonn between iutr Chief of 
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Bxutiom and UTILirr ahould help Immensely, 
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
